A Time To Be 
Especially Wary 


It seems certain now that Premier Nikita 


Khrushchev will travel to West Germany in the 
next few months for talks with Chancellor Er- 
harrj. 


Neither Erhard nor Khrushchev will be 


willing to move from their resolute positions 
over the reunification of divided Germany. The 
history of the last 20 years argues against this. 
Moreover, a reunification agreement would be 
used against Moscow by Peking. 


West Germany is eager to increase its eco- 


nomic influence in Eastern Europe. In recent 
years. Western nations have been scrambling 
to get a share in that lucrative market. West 
Germans, too, would welcome some agreement 
for visits between East and West Berlin. 


Russia, presumably, would go far to dis- 


suade West Germany from entering the planned 
Multilateral Force, a nuclear navy made up of 
several NATO nations. The Reds are determined 
to prevent formation of the MLF. This is one 
reason for the barrage of propaganda against 
the German "militarists." 


Both sides want concessions. Both have 


something to trade. But Germans should be 
wary they don't barter indispensable security 
for attractive economic gains and the elimina- 
tion of contentious inconveniences. 


The Russians would be willing to offer 


much if Germans would back out of the MLF. 
But any deal short of reunification would not 
be of equal value. Even tearing down the Ber- 
lin Wall and allowing free intercourse be- 
tween the divided city would not suffice. 


This would sacrifice a potent defensive 


system for elimination of an irritating but non- 
military inconvenience.

Madison Avenue Packages 


Madison Avenue will undoubtedly have a lot to do 


with the conduct of this autumn's Presidential cam- 
paign. And, if certain scripts that have already been 
worked up are destined to survive the editorial axe, 
the voters are going to be forced to choose between 
pictures of two Barry Goldwaters who make no con- 
nection with each other. 


The Democratic idea is to present a portrait of a 


monster, half nuclear criminal Dr. Strangelove, half 
Boris Karloff, who, after robbing everybody in the 
United States of his or her social security card, will 
then proceed to push the atom button and rob at least 
a hundred and fifty million Americans of their lives. 
The "spots" on the air will fade the supposedly pro- 
phetic voices in and out, without apologies to the 
creator of Frankenstein's monster or the Charles Dic- 
kens who like to portray characters who gloated over 
making your flesh creep. 


The pro-Goldwater five-minute TV "spots," on 


the other hand, will picture Barry as "the hand- 
iome articulate Senator in prolonged 'human' situa- 
tions." 


What H. L. Mencken would have done to ridicule 


the coming TV-radio contest in the exploitation of pap 
and nonsense on both sides can only be guessed. The 
old sage of Baltimore would, of course, have said 
that a battle of contrasting hokums is just what the 
American booboisie deserves. He would in all likelihood 
have said that the yokels can only understand a contest 
between sinister Dr. Fu Manchus and holy Sir Gala- 
hads. However, since I am a glandular optimist, I 
persist in thinking better of the American public. 
Surely it has learned something since Mencken's day. 
Only a fool can think Barry Goldwater is Dr. Strange^ 
love. And only a fool can think he is Sir Galahad. 
So why not dispense with the "spots" that are now being 
worked up by both sides to waste everybody's time 
on the air during the next fifty days? It might hurt a 
couple of advertising agencies if the hokum were to be 
buried without ceremony. But Madison Avenue's loss 
would be the American hinterland's gain. 


Leaving Madison Avenue out ot it, the American 


people this autumn are going to witness a contest 
between two characters who will each be campaign- 
ing to make himself out as the most peaceful, the 
most pro-free enterprise, the most humane gentle- 
man on earth. GoMwater set the pace in his Pres- 
cott speech when he attacked the military draft. 
He continued the pitch when he promised a tax 
cut of 25 per cent over a period of five vf 


The draft, as everybody knows, is just about as 


equitable as a division of junglft spoils between a lion 
and a gazelle. Kids with high IQs can evade it almost 
Indefinitely by staying on in college, or by getting 
themselves jobs in industries that need physicists and 
mathematicians, or by marrying young and starting 
families. Goldwater did well to promise its elimina- 
tion in a day when armies must be professional if they 
hope to win in campaigns that are dominated by the 
military extremes of the jet plane and the guerilla ex- 
pert. But Johnson had already hinted at the elimination 
of- the draft at a not too distant time. If the polls 
show that he is lagging too far behind Goldwater in 
his promises about the end of the draft, he will almost 
certainly speed up his own timetable. 


As for the contest between tax cutters, it's going 


to be terrific. Johnson has already promised an end 
to the more onerous excise taxes. Goldwater capped 
this by his annual income tax cut proposition. John- 
son will assuredly put Dr. Heller on the job of cap- 
ping Goldwater's climax. .By the time November 
rolls around everybody should be reeling richer 
than Rockefellers. In the future, of course. 


There is certainly a lot of hokum in all this, too. 


But hokum about ending the draft at nine minutes past 
midnight tomorrow, or giving back huge instant chunks 
of their own incomes to Americans who arc tired of sur- 
rendering their substance to be poured down rat holes 
in Indonesia and Yugoslavia, is not half as insulting to 
the public intelligence as this stuff about Boris Karloff 
or Sir Galahad as the head of the Republican ticket. 
Drafts and uxes are man-made, and titty can bt 
unmade by the same men that made them.

Why Some Businessmen Are Supporting LBJ 


WASHINGTON - Why should 


It occasion so much 
surprise 


when a score or more prominent 
businessmen 
form a group 
to 


work for the election of Presi- 
dent Johnson in November? 
Is 


it assumed that businessmen al- 
ways think alike on matters of 
public policy and that in the past 
they have unanimously supported 
the Republican Party? 


Unquestionably the 
preponder- 


ant number heretofore have been 
on the Republican side and prob- 
ably still are. 
It nevertheless 


seems to be news when anybody 
in big business says he prefers 
to see the present administration 
continued. Hence much discussion 
has ensued among 
businessmen 


themselves as to why there not 
only are "defectors" but that 
they seem willing to draw atten- 
tion publicly to their preference. 


All sorts of reasons are ad- 


vanced in explanation of the phe- 
nomenon. For one thing, many 
businessmen who feel that the 
economic situation is rosy today 
don't want to see any change 
which they think could "rock the 
boat." Others believe that if busi- 
nessmen of prominence like them- 
selves line up with the adminis- 
tration, a responsibility will be 
imposed upon the latter to exer- 
cise restraint on the excesses in 
iabor-union policy; 
If, 
for in- 


stance, a big company is on the 
verge of a strike of major pro- 
portions, it might be thought bet- 
ter for the management to be- 
come friendly with the adminis- 
tration, rather than hostile, so 
that 
some governmental 
inter- 


cession in their behalf can be 
achieved. 


It is being suggested, too, that 


with $100 billion to spend every 
year, the present administration 
has many worthwhile contracts to 
hand out for defense and other 
public projects in which awards

are not always made to the low- 
est 
bidder. Some members of 


Congress have protested against 
this trend, but it exists never- 
theless, and the businessman at 
the head of an enterprise with a 
capacity to do a diversified busi- 
ness isn't likely to adopt a course 
in politics that could be consid- 
ered unfriendly to the administra- 
tion in power. 


There are, of course, business- 


men who are "liberals" at heart

Certainly under all such cir- 
cumstances, it is considered wise 
by some businessmen to play ball 
as far as possible with the in- 
cumbent administration, especial- 
ly if it seems likely to continue 
in office.

Ku 
Klux Klansmen, and John Birch- 
ers. 


He based the charge upon infor- 


mation furnished to him by tht 
FBI. He indicated, however, that 
the three extremist groups had 
not worked together.

Tie explained that it was up to 


local authorities to curb the riot- 
ing and punish the rioters, that no 
President could do more than or- 
der the FBI to assist the local 
lawmen.

"We dnn't have a national 
police force." 


The President complained that 


his critics "yell states rights, then 
blame local problems on the na- 
tional administration." 


Johnson also delivered a mov- 


ing little speech about his awe- 
some responsibility as the man 
with his finger on the nuclear 
button. If that button is ever 
pressed, he said, the world would 
he plunged into a nuclear holo- 
caust within 60 minutes. 


Sterile Mothers 


At least 100 million Americans 


would be killed, he said, and an- 
other 100 million Russians would 
die. Mothers would become ster- 
ile, or their children would bt 
born with two heads, he warned. 


"What would this prove?" de- 


manded the President. 


He reminded his visitors that 


Sen. Barry Goldwater had want- 
ed to send the Marines into Cuba 
when Dictator Castro cut off th« 
water to the Guantanamo naval 
base. 


"All we did was send down a 


little old admiral, and he just cut 
the water off," said Johnson.

"Somebody once told me I could 


never make it big again in show 
business because people don't 
want to see a*coward on stage. I 
don't know if I'm a coward, and 
1 don't think any man leaily 
does until there's some kind of a 
big test. I think the real reason 
for my unpopularity was f was 
like a mirror to people and they 
didn't want to face in them- 
selves 
what 
they 
saw, or 


thought they saw, in me." 


Contino is bitter about the 


publicity over the draft evasion 
charge as contrasted with what 
he feels was a lack of publicity 
for his ultimate service in the 
Army. 


"People come up to me all the 


time and ask me about my side 
of the story. None of them know 
that I did go into the Army after 
it was all over and served 16 
months in Korea," he says. 


Although 
he 
has 
pondered 


much over what made him try 
to escape the Army, he is onlv a 
little closer to the answer now 
than he was in 1950. 


"Everybody said the reason I 


didn't go into the Army was I 
didn't want to give up all the 
money I was making for sol- 
dier's pay. Well, who would? 
But that wasn't the reason. 


"It was mainly the idea of 


being all alone I didn't like. 
People 
say 
everybody 
feels 


alone in or out of the Army, but 
I don't think they're 
talking 


about how I felt. 


"From the time I was a kid, I 


wouldn't even go to the store 
alone. I wouldn't say I was 
scared to go alone, but I would 
always manage to get a cousin 
or somebody 
to go with me 


wherever I went," he says. 


He says now he has overcome 


most of his fears about being 
alone, of relying too much on 
his music for companionship. 


"I've got my family and some 


other outside interests to keep 
me going," he says. 


Although the Army incident

Chesapeake and Ohio Canal near 
Washington. 


A 
five-mile 
segment 
of 
the 


canal that 
begins 
at 
George- 


town has become a popular spot 
for tourists and nature lovers. 


Some tourists like to hike along 


the lowpath while others go to 
Fletchers Boathouse at 2940 Canal 
Street in N. W. Washington, and 
rent bicycles to make the trip. 


Many others ride Canal Clipper 


II, a mule-drawn barge patterned 
after the old passenger-packets. 
The clipper is 90 feet long and 
14 
J/2 feet wide. It is covered, and 


windowed plastic curtains can be 
lowered in case 01 bad weather. 


A cabin at the stern houses a 


snack bar, where 
soft 
drinks, 


candies and other items may be 
purchased during the trip. 


The barge carries 94 tourists, a 


crew of three, and a National 
Park Services historian who gives 
commentaries on the history and 
lore of the canal periodically dur- 
ing the journey. 


The barge docks at and leaves 


from Lock 3, one-half block south 
of Thirtieth and 
M streets in 


Washington. It is towed by a 
brace of mules and the 10-mile 
round trip takes about four hours 
with a 10-minute stop at Brook- 
mont Park. 


The new schedule calls for the 


barge to make two trips at 9 
a. m. and 2 p. m. on Saturdays 
and one trip at 2 p. m. on Sun- 
days. 


The fall schedule will be fol- 


lowed until November l and then 
will be discontinued until spring. 


Reservations are advised and 


may be made along with a check 
for the fares to Government Serv- 
ices, Inc.. 1135 2lst Street, N.W. 
Washington. Tickets 
for adults 


cost $1.25 and 85 cents for chil- 
dren under 12.
